8. (Withdrawn) A method of claim 1 , wherein the CNS disorder is schizophrenia. 

9. (Withdrawn) A method of claim 1 , wherein said subject is treated for impaired cognitive 
performance. 

1 0. (Original) A method of claim 1 , wherein the CNS disorder is associated with enhanced 
PKC activity. 

1 1 . (Withdrawn) A method of claim 9, wherein the impaired cognitive performance is induced or 
exacerbated by stress. 

12. (Original) A method of claim 1 , wherein the pharmaceutical composition is administered 
orally and the subject is a human. 

(Withdrawn) A method of claim 9, wherein the pharmaceutical composition is administered 
orally and the subject is a human. 

14. (Original) A method of claim 10, wherein the pharmaceutical composition is administered 
orally and the subject is a human.
